Lo ndo n. Dec. 22.— Acco mpanied by 
| air helmet parties, a go v ernment in­ 
specto r ex plo red the entrances to fiv e 
sectio ns o f the Preto ria pit, near Bo l­ 
to n. where the awful ex plo sio n o c­ 
curred y esterday , and fo und that all 
o f the sectio ns had been swept by fire. 
The bo dies seen had ev idently been 
subjected to a terrific fo rce. 
So me o f 


j the dead had been burned and o thers 
suffo cated. 
The inspecto r has issued 
a statem ent that there is no reaso na­ 
ble ho pe that any o f the ento mbed mi­ 
ners are liv ing. 
They number appro x i­ 
mately 340. 
Mine o fficials declared 
that the ex plo sio n was caused by an 
ignitio n o f accumulated firedamp fro m 
an o pen lamp wo rn o n a miner's cap. 
Assistant Manager Rushto n perish­ 
ed while leading o ne o f the rescuing 
parties. 
He failed to pro v ide himself 


j with a safety helmet and succumbed 
to the no x io us gases. 
After Rushto n's 
death all the rescuers put o n helmets. 


Cut Off b y Fall o f Roof. 
Befo re the fire was in full co ntro l o t 
the mine, o ne rescue party o f fifteen 
ex perienced miners was cut o ff by a 
fall o f the pit ro o f, cauwed by an ex ­ 
plo sio n o f gas. 
The fire ate rapidly 
' thro ugh the fallen co al, cutting o ff 
their escape. 
By almo st superhuman 
endeav o rs eight o f the party escaped, 
bearing with them the o ther sev en 
who had been o v erco me. 
As so o n as 
they were rev iv ed they pleaded to be 
allo wed to enter again. 
Fire bro ke o ut in the mine fo llo wing 
the ex plo sio n and 
prev ented rescue 
wo rk. 
Vast v o lumes o f sm o ke m in­ 
gled with the fatal firedamp. 
Great 
; billo ws o f fire spurted fro m the pit 
hundreds o f feet in the air, and po ckets 
o f gas ex plo ded fro m time to time with 
tremendo us 
deto natio ns.

few minutes after the first o ccurred 
the mo uth o f the mine was surro und­ 
ed with relativ es and friends o f the 
miners. 
When these learned that the 
mine o fficials were co nsidering sealing 
the mo uth o f the pit rio ting bro ke o ut 


Had to Call Sold iers. 
The mine o fficials were alarmed by 
the infuriated mo bs and a detachment 
o f so ldiers was summo ned to pro tect 
the representativ es o f the o wners and 
to prev ent the men in the cro wds fro m 
rushing to their do o m in the shaft in 
the futile ho pe o f rescuing so m e o f the 
impriso ned miners. 
The lo cal autho r­ 
ities were po werless to resto re o rder. 
The municipal autho rities deputized 
armed guards to patro l the m ine co m ­ 
pany ’s pro perty . 
Members o f the early rescue parties, 
which were able to penetrate a sho rt 
distance into the shaft befo re the fire 
passed bey o nd co ntro l, declared that 
mo re than 2.70 miners were undo ubted­ 
ly dead, as they were wo rking in a 
sectio n o f 
t h e mine co m pletely cut o ff 
fro m falls o f slate and a seething fur­ 
nace o f flame. 
Ev en if they escaped 
death fro m the raging ho lo caust the 
rescuers declared that the po iso no us 
fumes and lack o f fresh air wo uld kill 
them. 
The machinery co nnecting the 
shaft with the fans was disco nnected 
by the fo rce o f the ex plo sio n.

El Paso*. Tex., Dec. 22.—Even after 
forty -twP* wounded had been brought 
Into Chihuahua and the federals had 
admitted the death of twenty-one, a 
survey of the situation following the 
repulse of the Mexican troops in Mal 
Paso, west of Chihuahua shows that 
the battle was a greater victory for 
the 
insurgents 
than 
believed. 
It 
now develops that about thirty were 
wounded who were not brought on the 
train to Chihuahua, but are held in 
camp at Hustillos, to which point the 
federals were forced to retreat after 
the ambuscade. 
It also develops that 
the federals, when they retreated, left 
many of their wounded and dead on 
the battlefield, and that it was only 
after the rebels 
had left that the 
wounded and dead were picked up 
from where tnev fell. 
The victory of the rebels has given 
great impetus to their cause, and 
Americans who have all along ex­ 
pressed confidence in the ability of 
Mexico to end the rebellion in a few 
days, now shake their heads doubt­ 
fully. 
The railroad is completely out of 
business, and the insurrectos hold the 
mountain passes. 
General Navarro is 
still at Pedernales. without fqod sup­ 
plies and his condition appears seri­ 
ous. 
The federals have one advan­ 
tage, however — they have field guns 
which they can bring up from the rear 
and by sheer force of numbers, after 
many more reinforcements are moved 
into the state from Mexico City, they
